Woman organizes ‘extraordinary opportunity’ to sway bishops

SAN DIEGO — The coming pastoral on women could 
provide the opportunity to ‘“‘lay the foundation for 
recapturing the dimension of the feminine’’ in the 
Church and in religious experience, said the woman in 
charge of eliciting diocesan opinions for the pastoral. 


Even if a ‘‘theology of the feminine’’ is not recaptured 
in the process, Dr. Kathleen Dugan said, at least U.S. 
Catholics will have taken advantage of an ‘‘extraordinary 
opportunity”’ to influence a bishops’ pastoral letter. 


‘“*THERE IS not a theology of the feminine in the 
Church today,’’ Dugan said. In the Church “‘there have 
been moments’’ of insight toward women, but not 
‘massive profiles’’ of understanding. 


The ‘‘profound’’ understanding of Mary is one 
example of the Church perceiving something of the 
feminine, she said, but the older devotional piety and 
images of the Blessed Mother ‘‘do not fit’’ with the 
experience of many women today. Of course Mary still 
has a timely message, but, ‘“There are a great many 
attempts to rework Marian theology.”’ 


She expects to hear from women who identify with 
Mary and those who don’t as she and a commission elicits 
comments from diocesan Catholics. The 13-member 
commission is busily planning how to reach as wide a 
variety of Catholics as possible — women and men, poor 
and rich, from many races. 

‘““‘WE’RE REALLY just a steering committee’’ that 
wants ‘‘to get the ball rolling’’ and will ‘‘synthesize’’ 
diocesan input. Its formal title is the Ad Hoc Commission 
on the Patoral on Women in the Church and Society. 


She is the chairperson, appointed by Bishop Leo T. 


Maher. ‘‘My function simply is to orchestrate’ the 
opinion-gathering process. Dugan is a religious studies 
associate professor at the University of San Diego. 


The commission plans to generate input by distributing 
a list of questions to all parishes and diocesan groups and 
by encouraging them to hold discussion meetings. 


GROUPS HAVE between now and mid-December to 
meet, Dugan said. In late December and January, her 
commission will finish compiling the results. 


A commission member revised a list of questions 
distributed by the bishops for use in small group 
discussions. Women will be asked how they feel valued or 
devalued by the Church and society. They will be asked to 
reflect upon anything that has led them to feel alienated 
by the Church and society; another question focuses on

strike negotiations

EL CENTRO — Oblate Father James Kernan, 
chaplain of the alien detention center here, posted $1,500 
bond for the release of a Salvadoran who said he and over 
50 other hunger strikers were beaten by masked officers 
May 30. 


A protest began May 27 when more than 50 men 
refused to eat until certain jail conditions improved. 


VIOLENCE BY detention center staff and 
Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) personnel 
led all but seven of the original strikers to end their protest 
May 31, a source close to the strike alleged. 


Alex Koski, a Lutheran minister, posted about $27,000 
from his personal savings June 3 as bail for the remaining 
strikers, Father Kernan said, thus ending the protest. 


According to Father Kernan, Graciela Zavala, the 
Salvadoran’s attorney and directing attorney for the 
Imperial Valley Immigration Project, took the alien to the 
home of Koski, where he testified the strikers were 
“beaten with clubs, prodded with battens, handcuffed, 
had their hair pulled, their hands tied behind their backs 
and were thrown into isolation.’’ 


GRACIELA AND Koski took the Salvadoran to a local 
emergency room where he was diagnosed as having 
‘visible contusions (bruises),’’ Koski said. 


‘““No excessive force was used,’’ detention center 
Supervisor Robert Roll-said. ‘‘When a group of officers 
ordered the strikers into isolation, one resisted by lying on 
the ground and had to be carried.’’ The resister’s “‘minor 
injuries’’ were treated by a physician at the facility, Roll 
said. 

The bail bond from Father Kernan was financed by the 
‘‘Human Justice Fund’’ consisting of donations from the 
Oblate Fathers central province, Missionary Sisters of 
Our Lady of Victory and individuals, Father Kernan 
said. 


THE PROTEST was not incited by outside 
influences, said Shari Cruhlac, a strike supporter and 
volunteer law clerk at the Imperial Valley Immigration 
Project. ‘‘Our office received word from detainees on 
May 24 that they would strike because of inhuman 
conditions at the center.’ 


Father Kernan attended a three-hour meeting May 29 
between four aliens, INS personnel and Supervisor Roll.

what has contributed to ‘ ‘recognition and reconciliation”’ 
of women in the Church and society.

DUGAN HOPES the meetings will be planned around 
RENEW’s final semester. ‘‘People only have so much 
extra time in their lives to do all these things.”’ 

Men will be encouraged to participate in parts of the 
opinion-gathering process, she said, “‘in fact, their 
contribution would be very valuable.”’

Mother Teresa to visit U.S., accept award, in June 


NEW YORK (NC) — Mother Teresa, founder of the 
Missionaries of Charity in Calcutta, India, plans to visit 
the United States in June to receive the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom and to address the National Right to 
Life convention in Washington. 


According to Sister Priscilla, superior for the 
Missionaries of Charity in New York, Mother Teresa is 
scheduled to receive the Presidential Medal of Freedom 
June 20 for her humanitarian efforts on behalf of the 
world’s poor. © _ 


THE AWARD, announced in April, is the nation’s 
highest civilian honor and celebrates outstanding work in 
various fields. President Reagan presented the medals at 
the White House May 23 to this year’s recipients, but 
Mother Teresa could not attend. 


Mother Teresa; who has called abortion ‘‘the greatest 
misgery of our time,’’ will address the June 20-22 National 
Right to Life convention in Washington June 21. 


Sister Priscilla said Mother Teresa also will take part in 
the June 24 dedication of a home for the poor run by the 
Missionaries of Charity in Washington. 


SHE WILL attend a Mass at St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 
New York June 12 for the first profession of 11 members 
of the Missionaries of Charity. 


She then will speak on the role of women in the 
Catholic Church June 18 in New York at a conierenie 
sponsored by the National Catholic Coalition. 


According to Sister Priscilla, Mother Teresa also plans 
to visit a home for the poor in Toronto during her trip.

MARXISM WARNING — Archbishop 
Rembert Weakland, chairman of the 
committee drafting the U.S. bishops’ 
economics pastoral, warned a Wall Street 
audience May 30 that the inclination toward 
Marxism in Nicaragua would spread unless 
capitalism provided a vision of fairness to all. 
For Americans, the Milwaukee archbishop 
said, Nicaragua is the focus of a ‘‘well-founded 
uneasiness’ about the world situation. ‘‘We 
know it cannot be treated like Grenada,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but how are we to stem this leaning 
toward Marxism as a solution to economic 
woes throughout the world?”’ 


FOUR SENTENCED — Four people were 
sentenced for their roles in the bombings of 
three abortion facilities in Florida, while a 
Maryland man awaited sentencing after 
pleading guilty in connection with a separate 
series of East Coast bombings. James 
Simmons and Matthew Goldsby, both 21, 
convicted of the Christmas Day bombing of an 
abortion clinic and two doctors’ offices, were 
sentenced May 30 in Pensacola, Fla., to 10 
years each in federal prison and ordered to pay 
restitution of $353,073 each. A U.S. district 
court judge also placed Simmons’ wife, 
Kathren, 19, and Goldsby’s fiance, Kaye 
Wiggins, 18, on five years’ probation. 


BOFF’S ‘SABBATICAL’ — The 
Vatican’s silencing of Brazilian theologian 
Father Leonardo Boff is more like a 
“sabbatical year’’ than a punishment, 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
said May 30. Cardinal Ratzinger, whose 
congregation helped order the silencing, said 
Father Boff’s theses were ‘‘unsustainable and 
even dangerous for the doctrine of the faith.”’

Therefore, he added, Father Boff needs time to 
“‘rethink.’’ The cardinal ‘‘wouldn’t really call 
it a punishment. I would call it a sabbatical 
year given to Friar Boff.’’ It was the first time 
a Vatican official had made clear how long the 
“period of respectful silence’’ ordered in May 
was intended to last. 


BISHOP INSTALLED — American 
Indians dressed in native costume welcomed 
Bishop James S. Sullivan May 30 as he was 
installed as sixth bishop of the Diocese of 
Fargo, N.D. He was formally installed by 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis in a ceremony at the Fargo Civic 
Center witnessed by about 3,000 people. 


‘BALONEY’ — ‘‘Love without justice is 
baloney,”’ said Cardinal Jaime Sin of Manila, 
Phillipines, pointing to justice and love as the 
only solutions to human rights abuses and 
conflict in his country. The cardinal, a 
longtime critic of the government of Filipino 
President Ferdinand Marcos, also asked the 
United States to send food, not firearms, 
because ‘‘the weapons are being used to kill 
the same Filipinos:”’ 


CATHOLIC INDIVIDUALISTS — U.S. 
Catholics are individualists in a communal 
church, University of Notre Dame sociologist 
David Leege said at a national symposium on 
parish life May 29. ‘‘I want to alert you to the 
issue of individualism as one of the most 
serious problems (of U.S. Catholics) for 
liturgical life and faith content, ”’ he said. 


‘NOT INSURMOUNTABLE’ — 
Traditional differences between Anglicans and 
Catholics concerning authority, ministry and 
the Eucharist are no longer insurmountable, 
Britain’s Catholic bishops have said. But they 
also said further work is needed on these 
issues. The bishops called the final report of 
the Anglican-Roman Catholic International 
Commission (ARCIC) ‘‘a truly outstanding 
contribution’’ to the dialogue between the two 
churches. Among those issues the bishops

HUNGER STRIKER — A _ Roman 
Catholic priest convicted of aiding the 
murderers of a Warsaw policeman has been on 
a hunger strike for two weeks, demanding 
political prisoner status, said an activist of the 
banned trade union Solidarity. Father 
Sylwester Zych began his protest May 15 at 
Braniewo Prison in northeastern Poland after 
remaining isolated for nine months, said 
Zbigniew. Romaszewski. Father Zych, 35, is 
serving a six-year sentence for hiding a pistol 
used to kill a policeman in a scuffle on a 
Warsaw streetcar in February 1982. The priest 
and seven others accused of being responsible 
for the shooting were arrested and convicted 
that year.

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Is it much more difficult these days? 


It is difficult to compare times and situations over a span of 
centuries, but it certainly seems to be somewhat more difficult 
these days to win converts to Catholicism than in earlier times. 

Reviewing the problems facing the missionary Church 
Cardinal Franz Konig of Vienna recently told the 
International Missionary Conference, ‘‘I see the first difficulty 
in the challenge — to all religions, not only Christianity — 
from Marxism under the form of atheism.’’ He said it 
“propagates diffidence and doubt with regard to religion,’’ 
and principally affects Africa, Asia and India. 

The second difficulty he identified is in dialogue with 
different religions where there is a danger of defining ‘‘that all 
religions are equal, in their essence and content.”’ 

Another difficulty facing the Church is the growing number 
of sects and cults with Christian overtones or with ‘‘Christian 
elements with esoteric-occult sciences,’’ said the Cardinal. 

On the positive side Cardinal Konig told the Congress that 
the ‘‘new self-awareness of the Church’ stemming from 


_ Vatican II enables the Church to ‘‘transcend all limits of time 
| and race.

He also welcomed the ecumenical movement 
“‘which serves to eliminate, little by little, the scandal of 
separated brethren.”’

Teddy Tafoya’s priorities changed

NATIONAL CITY — In 1975, Teddy Tafoya decided 
to ‘‘seek the Lord and work with Him.”’ ~ 

Before then, much of the St. Mary (National City) 
parishioner’s time had been devoted to making money in 
her real estate business. ‘‘I was active with the real estate 
association’’ and other professional groups, Tafoya said. 

BUT AFTER being ‘‘born in the Spirit,’’ Tafoya’s 
‘‘priorities changed’”’ and she became ‘‘involved with the 
Church.’ 

Although she had been a regular churchgoer 
throughout her life; Tafoya felt ‘‘empty,’’ as if 
‘*something was missing.”’ 

Tafoya said her late husband ‘‘had been a terrible 
alcoholic’? and two of her three sons ‘‘had been with 
drugs.’’ She believed there ‘‘had to be something better’’ 
in her life. 

‘‘T READ the Bible. I believed what it said’’ about 
Jesus coming ‘‘to give new life,’’ she said. ‘‘My life 
changed and everything began to fall into place.”’ 

‘‘My sons changed. They became Godly people and 
started to receive the sacraments and go to Mass.’’ 

Through her Scripture reading, Tafoya became 
“‘aware of the meaning of the Mass.’’ Being ‘‘touched by 


the Holy Spirit’’ also helped her understand the Mass. . 


“‘The Mass is a living reality when you understand’’ what 
it means, she said. ; 

AFTER HER birth in the Spirit, Tafoya began to 
‘‘minister to’’ people. Although she had “‘no answers’’ 
she told those who asked her advice that she could pray for 
them. 

She organized a charismatic prayer group at her 
parish. She also began Bible classes, one in English and 
another in Spanish, at her real estate office in National 
City.

A Eucharistic minister, Tafoya heads a team of 45 
ministers who take communion to the sick at convalescent 
and private homes. She visits 25-30 people once a week at 
a convalescent home in National City. 


About five years ago, Tafoya made a Cursillo at which 
she committed herself ‘‘to pray a rosary a day.’’ Because 
she spends much time driving in her job, Tafoya uses the 
time to fulfill this promise. 


HER CURSILLO was ‘‘a marvelous experience. It 
deepenes your awareness of the love of God for the 
individual. It’s like when a man and woman go off for a 
second honeymoon..it deepens the love they have for each 
other.”’ 

Since joining St. Mary parish in 1950, Tafoya has been 
a member of the adult choir. 

“I’ve also been involved with RENEW..on the phone 
committee,’’ she said. RENEW has given her ‘‘insight 
into the operating of the body of Christ within the 
Church. He is the head and we are the body.”’ 


TAFOYA CREDITS her father with setting the 
example for her faith. Her father was a ‘‘Godly man”’ 
who spent much time in prayer. ‘‘My father would pray 
even when plowing’’ the fields in her hometown of 
Cuchara, Colorado, she said. 

When she was a child, her father read the Bible to her 
family and lead them in the rosary, Tafoya said.

Racism in U.S. foreign policy

To say that an individual, an organization or a government is 
racist is a touchy matter and often hard to prove. However, 
circumstantial evidence may be present and an accumulation of 
ambiguous instances may lead one to that conclusion. 


Despite disclaimers by the president and other high officials, 
many black Americans are convinced that U-S. foreign policy is 
not colorblind; on the contrary, we see strong evidence that being 
black, at home or overseas, is a disadvantage in dealing with 
Uncle Sam. Let me cite some examples which seem to point in 
this direction. 


First, if one looks at the top-echelon personnel in the State 
Department and the White House, one looks in vain for a black 
face. Policy-making is clearly restricted to white males. 


Looking further, one sees a significant difference between the 
U.S. reaction to the suppression of human rights in Poland and 
the response to longstanding repression of black dissent and 
restrictions on black freedom in South Africa. 


When the Polish government suppressed the Solidarity union, 
the United States was prompt to invoke sanctions and denounce 
it mightily. South Africa continues to imprison labor leaders and 
other agitators, but our policy toward that government is 
“constructive engagement’? — a few strong words from the 
president and secretary of state, but not even the smallest penalty 
is invoked. On the contrary, when the members of Congress 
show signs of imposing sanctions on South Africa, the highest 
officials in the State Department rush to Capitol Hill to dissuade 
them. 


Ethiopia’s people labor under two disabilities in the eyes of the 
current administration: they are, of course, black and their 
government is not only communist but strongly supported by the 
Soviet Union. Perhaps it was for ideological reasons, perhaps for 
racial reasons, but Washington delayed two years in providing 
humanitarian assistance to starving Ethiopians. 


Until the famous BBC television program startled the world 
with the face of misery and death, alarms and appeals from relief 
organizations were ignored. 


Still another example: Human-rights violations in the Soviet 
Union and other Eastern-bloc countries are frequently 
denounced by Washington authorities, but rarely do they 
criticize the equally devastating and dehumanizing regimes in 
black-ruled nations such as Haiti or Zaire. 


Give them some credit, however. The annual country-by- 
country human-rights report the State Department sends to 
Congress evaluating human-rights performance records fairly 
the pluses and minuses of African countries along with the rest of 
the world. And the assistant secretary of state for humanitarian 
affairs and human rights did accurately and publicly denounce 
the present regime in Uganda for its failures in this area. With 
Zaire and Haiti, however, it is business as usual. 


Another issue where racism seems to rear its ugly head is the 
reception of refugees from Haiti. There was a clear distinction 
between the people who fled Castro’s Cuba and those from 
Duvalier’s Haiti; the former were Hispanic or mixed-race types 
fleeing a Marxist regime and the latter were mostly black, fleeing 
an anti-communist dictator. Guess who were admitted to the 
United States in droves; guess who were held in prison camps 
until a judge decreed such treatment illegal. 


Is there a moral to the story? The appearance of racism is 
almost as destructive as racism itself. The traditional posture of 
the United States as defender of liberty, observer of decency, 
patron of human rights, is distorted or negated when it seems 
that our government is not very concerned about what happens 
to black people at home or overseas. 
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Teaching about the 
Holocaust: 


It’s Education, Not Child Abuse!

In commemoration of the 40th 
anniversary of the end of World War II, 
President Reagan presented Nazi death 
camp survivor Elie Wiesel with the 
Congressional Gold Medal of 
Achievement. In his remarks at the White 
House ceremony, Reagan praised 
Wiesel’s life-long dedication to preserving 
the memory of the six million Jews who 
perished in that war — and underscored 
this nation’s pledge to teach “‘every new 
generation of Americans the story of the 
Holocaust.’’ : 


But there are a growing number of 
people in this country who don’t want 


Reagan to carry out. that pledge. The ~ 


controversy going on in our schools right 
now is not how to teach the story of the 
Holocaust, but whether to teach it at all. 


THE OBJECT of this debate is a 
course for 8th and 9th graders called 
‘Facing History and Ourselves: The 
Holocaust and Human _ Behavior.’’ 
Developed with federal funds, and taught 
in both private and public schools around 
the country, it explores the history of anti- 
Semitism, and the historical events and 
conditions leading up to the Third 
Reich’s reign of terror. The course also 
covers another, but less well-known 
atrocity, the massacre of almost a million 
Armenians 30 years earlier in Turkey. 


‘Although these two events are from 
distinctly different times and places,”’ 
explains the introduction to the course, 
‘they have shared a common fate. Both 
of these events have been ignored, 
avoided, or denied.’’ Since its inception, 
the course has been hailed by many 
educators as an effective way to raise the 
issue of personal responsibility and to 
help combat prejudice and stereotyping in 
general. 


Recently, ‘‘Facing History’’ has come 
under increasing attack. Some, like the 
group Liberty Lobby, argue that the 
Holocaust is a ‘‘myth,’’ and that those 
who speak about it are ‘“‘liars.’’ The 
Liberty Lobbyists are mounting a 
campaign aimed at the Governor of New 
Jersey urging him to withdraw his 
endorsement of the course, calling it 
‘Anti-Defamation League propaganda’’ 
and ‘‘filth.’’ 


MUCH MORE troubling, however, is 
a broad-based effort by national 
organizations on the right, such as Phyllis 
Schlafly’s Eagle Forum, and the Pro- 
Family Forum. These groups also want 
the course cancelled, but for very 
different reasons. 


In her new book, Child Abuse in the 
Classroom, Schlafly and her followers 
single out ‘‘Facing History’? as too 
controversial and deceitfully designed to 
change students’ attitudes on political and 
social issues. In a recent issue of Pro- 
Family Forum’s newsletter, a former 
school board member from Camden, 
Maine, claims that teaching such a course 
is a form of ‘‘child abuse.’’ These critics 
object to students being asked to write 
personal journals about what they have 
thought about or learned in the course. 
Those opposed to the course say it’s a 
violation of the Hatch Amendment, a 
federal law which prohibits 
““psychological testing’’ without parental 
permission. 


The Hatch amendment, whose 
regulations were issued by the 
Department of Education last year, is 
being misused by groups on the right to 
censor classroom discussions of any 
subject they don’t like. Sex education, 
drug and alcohol prevention courses, the 
problem of teenage suicide, even 
evolutionary biology, are all targets of 
their censorship campaign. 


APPARENTLY, PHYLLIS Schlafly 


. and other self-appointed censors believe 


that independent thinking, and grappling 
with moral questions, is a form of 
““psychological testing.’’ They’re using 
the diary of a student who took the course 
to explain why ‘‘Facing History’’ should 
not be taught. ‘‘Life used to be easy,”’

‘A special significance’ 


Here is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in English at his 216 


weekly general audience May 19. 


In thanksgiving to Jesus Christ and to Mary, His mother, I 
wish to speak today about my pastoral visit to Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. This journey had _ special 
significance for the universal Church. 

The Christian faith has deep roots in these countries, going 
back to the fourth century. Subsequent centuries witnessed the 
growth of Christianity with the flowering of the monastic life, the 


appearance of great Christian mystics and the construction of — 


splendid Gothic churches. The 16th-century Reformation 
divided Christiaris, particularly in the Netherlands, so the 
question of ecumenism has special meaning there. During my 
visit two important ecumenical prayer meetings were held: one at 
Malines and another at Utrecht. 


This visit to the Benelux countries also served to confirm the 
outstanding efforts of the Church in developing missionary 
vocations, a wonderful testimony to the influence of the family 
and the Catholic schools. The apostolate of the laity is also highly 
developed in these nations and the contribution of higher 
Catholic education is also remarkable. 


I had the opportunity to meet with groups of the sick, with 
workers and with young people. I was able to listen to the 
concerns which were expressed, and to the witness of faith, and to 
respond. Especially significant was the encounter with young 
people at Ypres, the burial place of half a million victims of the 
First World War. My program also included meetings with 
international organizations at The Hague, in Luxembourg and 
in. Brussels.

The Armenian genocide 


In April 1915 the Turkish Minister of the Interior, Talaat Bey, 
ordered ‘‘the elimination of the Armenian element.’’ The 
systematic slaughter and depopulation of that ancient country 
continued for eight years. By 1923 the hideous enterprise had 
been completed. 


During those awful years at least a million Armenians were 
killed, and thousands more were victims of governmental policies 
which brought death by pestilence and starvation. Armenia was 
erased from the official Turkish maps. It was as if Armenia had 
never existed. 


The word genocide had not yet been coined at that time, but 
that was what occurred. It was confirmed by cables sent to the 
U.S. State Department by Ambassador Henry Morgenthau who 
described the systematic efforts as ‘‘race extermination.’’ 


The world knew what was happening...at least the world had 


‘information on those terrible events...but it chose to ignore those 


awful truths. It is said that when Hitler was warned about 
possible adverse world reaction when he was launching his War 
Against the: Jews, he coldly replied, ‘‘Who now remembers 
Armenia?’’ His cynicism was justified. 


But the Armenians in Diaspora remember. For many years 
they have been attempting to get the American government to 
take official note of their tragedy. In late February of this year the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee voted down a non-partisan 
resolution which would have established April 24 as a day of 
national remembrance for the victims of the Armenian massacre. 


The committee voted against the resolution at the urging of 
Secretary of Defense Caspar Weinberger, who told them that 
“‘consideration of this resolution would embarrass the United 
States and strain relations with (a) critical ally.”’ 


Weinberger’s text twice placed quotation marks around the 
words ‘‘Armenian Genocide,’’ and at one other time he referred 
to it as ‘‘the so-called’’ genocide. 


This denial by our government seems to be official policy, 
despite the records of history. A 1982 State Department Bulletin 
on the subject, concludes: Because the historical record of the 
1915 events in Asia Minor is ambiguous, the Department of 
State does not endorse allegations that the Turkish government 
committed a genocide against the Armenian people. 


It either happened or it did not. Ambassador Morgenthau, on 
the scene at the time, said it did. The continuing denial only 
compounds the tragedy of the world’s silence 70 years ago. — 

It also makes me wonder whether our strategic military need of 


a strong Israel is the only reason that the annihilation of the Jews 
is not depicted as a ‘‘so-called genocide.’’

of children’s bubble-making liquid. I smiled at the 
thought even as I wondered what it could be. 


The Mass proceeded in a quietly traditional manner 
and as we came to the time of the homily, the priest 
moved to the steps and addressed the children assembled 
in the first row. He spoke simply and informatively about 
the Eucharist and what made this day special, not only for 
the children but for the community of believers with 
whom they would now be more intimately united. 


‘“‘T WANTED to do something special with the altar 
and sanctuary for today,’ he said, looking at the starkly 
bare surroundings, ‘‘and I thought I would fill it with 
flowers until the altar was covered with beautiful 
blossoms. But then I thought, no, the flowers would die, 
and I wanted something that would last. 


‘‘So, I thought of something else.’’ He walked to the 
side table, took up the puzzling red container and 
continued, ‘‘Bubbles are beautiful. So I am going to fill 
the sanctuary with bubbles.’’ And he proceeded to blow 
bubbles over his shoulder as he faced the children. 


“Ts the altar covered yet?’’ he cried. ‘‘No’’ the children 


. Said in unison, watching in fascination as the bubbles flew 


out and burst in fine profusion. ‘‘Is it covered yet?’’ the 
priest asked again. Of course it was not, and after a 


minute or two he turned about and exclaimed, ’‘Oh, they 
are all going away! They don’t last! What can we do that 
will be as beautiful as bubbles but will last?’’ 


HE LOOKED at the children, all dressed in their 
special finery for this day of days. ‘‘I know. I will invite 
these beautiful young people to come up and sit around 
the altar. They will last as nothing else will, because when 
they receive their Holy Communion they will receive 
something that will let them live forever.’’ He indicated 
the semi-circle of chairs that had been put in place, and 
the children, smiling in astonished delight, took their 
places. Tissues fluttered through the congregation as 
parents, grandparents and friends wiped away 
involuntary tears. 


The following week the pastor spoke of love and its 
primary place in the lives of Christians, with a sensitivity 
and insight that was not only post-Vatican II, but might 
have come from the heart of Jesus Himself. ‘‘Well, you 
see!’’ my hostess said, smiling. ‘‘He is such a totally 
loving person that his warmth fills the liturgy and the 
parish as a whole. You leave his Masses feeling touched 
by love and gentle kindness.”’ 


Outside there were handshakes — no hugs — but a 
special word for each person, a special smile. But the sun 
of this one man who loved liberally without self- 
consciousness, warmed us like the sun in strength. 


Success worthy of imitation 


Wisconsin Rapids is a pleasant town of 1,700 that 
draws upon a tri-city population of 40,000. It has one 
Catholic high school, Assumption, that serves this 
population. It has the normal issues facing all Catholic 
schools but what makes it special is its Parent’s Guild. 


Unlike most parents’ groups, it goes beyond money 
raising and sports boosting as its goals. Every year it puts 
out a good chunk of time and money on a family 
conference dedicated to helping families become better 
families. And its success invites imitation. 


THE CONFERENCE is modeled on the old mission 
concept — parents (and children, if the topic is 
appropriate) attend three evenings in a row to meet, listen 
to and ask questions of a visiting parent educator on how 
to deal with parenting issues, morals, values and 
spirituality in today’s family. 

What’s astounding is attendance. This past September 
the conference drew an average of 350 parents — this 
from a school which enrolls 400 students. I have spoken in 
areas that size that struggle to get 50 parents out — 
whoever the speaker or whatever the topic. 


At a time when Catholic school staffs struggle with 
problems more societal than educational — alcoholism, 
pre-marital sex and faith doubts — the need to help 
parents deal with these effectively is obvious. Yet, when

schools do offer parenting workshops, attendance is 
usually sparse. Many parents resent being expected to 
attend, asserting that they have met their responsibility by 
enrolling their children in the school. 


ASSUMPTION HIGH’S success illustrates what can 
result when diocesan staffs and school parents work 
together. Four years ago, diocesan (LaCrosse) Family 
Life Director, Father Joe Bilgrien, suggested that the 
guild sponsor a parents’ conference. 


As a former teacher of marriage and family at the high 
school, he recognized the need for parents to gather and 
share problems and solutions with a trained parent 
educator. As a national figure on Catholic family life, he 
was aware of resources available. He made the contacts 
and extended the invitation to the conference speaker. 


But the success factor lies neither in Father Bilgrien or 
the conference speakers. It stems from parent ownership 
of the event. Once he obtains the speaker, Father Bilgrien 
turns the rest over to the Parents’ Guild and they do a 
fantastic job. 


BEFORE I came in this year, they arranged for a long- 
distance radio talk show, newspaper features and 
widespread publicity. They taped topics of interest to 
parents — strengths and stresses of modern family life, 
the frustration of trying to establish a spiritual climate in 


today’s homes and adolescent issues. 


In addition to teaching parents in the evening, we — 
the speakers — taught seniors in the marriage and family 
classes during the day. What the parents heard in the 
evening, the students heard during the day and were 
encouraged to share ideas and disagreements stemming 
from the conference speakers. 


I left Assumption and Wisconsin Rapids with hope. 
Not only were parents receptive and eager to learn, they 
took the responsibility for the success of the conference 
upon themselves. They didn’t wait for the school staff or 
“‘Father’’ or anyone else to do the legwork. Annually, 
they involve several dozens of parents who do everything 
from setting up chairs to inviting school personnel. It is 
group ownership in the best sense. 


AS A SPEAKER who has faced miniscule audiences 
and apologetic school staff members, I offer this model to 
other Catholic school parents’ guilds hesitant to move 
beyond fundraising.

The Mass is always plural 


One reason I treasure daily Mass is the example of my 
parents (both now deceased). I am pretty sure that it was 
just about the time I finished grammar school as the baby 
of the family that my parents began the practice, not of 
frequent Mass, but daily Mass, even though both were 
working at the time. Despite the extra effort needed to get 


_to Mass every day, their sound Catholic instinct told them 


that somehow even daily Mass was not enough by itself. 


My father continued his practice of going into the 
kitchen late at night with the lights out to say his rosary. 
He would sit backwards on an upright chair, with arms 
dangling over its top and recite the rosary aloud. My 
mother, it seemed, was almost always saying her rosary. 
And yet they never recited the rosary together. What they 
did do together was to go to Mass. The rosary was for 
each a private devotion, but the Mass was always the 
Mass. 


DEVOTIONS, SUCH as the rosary, the stations of 
the cross and prayerful reading of the Bible, may be done 
profitably with others, but such is not necessary. The 


Mass on the other hand is never a private devotion, never 
‘*my’’ Mass even as a priest. The Church teaches that the 
Mass is a reflection of the nature of the Church, the 
people of God. It is the worship offered by Christ as the 
Head of the Church in union with His members. 


The Mass is always plural. It is a living expression of 
the solemn reminder from the.Second Vatican Council: 
“Tt has pleased God to save us and to make us holy, not 
merely as individuals without mutual bonds, but by 
forming us into a single people a people who worship Him 
in truth and who serve Him in holiness.’” 


Everyone who wants to be serious about his faith needs 
both liturgical prayer and private devotions in his life, but 
the one should not be confused with the other. There are 
days when I have classes to teach, telephone calls to 
answer, problems to solve, decisions to make and people 
to see — all in a rush. I want to do what my father used to 
do, go into. a darkened room and pray all by myself. We 
all have days (maybe it happens every day) when we need 
solitude. This solitude we should seek, but not during 


Mass or any other part of the liturgy. 


THE MASS, even if the number be small on a 
weekday, is the gathering of God’s family. It ought to 
look like it. People should make a reasonable effort to sit 
more or less together and not spread to all corners of the 
Church. Everyone should answer the prayers and share in 
the singing if there is some. No one has to give another 
person a great big hug but at the sign of peace, which may 
not be omitted, there should be a sincere expression of 
Christian love which is the grace from God that unites the 
Church as the Mystical Body of Christ. 


On Holy Thursday night Jesus prayed for the unity of 
His followers. His petition to His Father was, ‘‘That they 
may all be one as we Father are one.’’ On the next day He 
died for the same intention, to remove sin, the barrier 
which separates us, and to send us the Holy Spirit of love. 


’ Every Mass is the living renewal of that sacrifice on Good 


Friday. In every Mass, even on a quiet weekday with but 
a few people, Jesus wishes to join us more intimately with 
Himself and each other as one community, His Mystical 
Body.

The CRS contribution was part of more than $6 million 
raised during the day of fasting. 

““GOING HUNGRY to provide food for the poor is 
basic to our shared beliefs,’’ Bishop Reilly said. ‘‘We are 
enormously grateful for the generosity of the Mormon 
people.”’ 


Important 
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Evidence indicates Agca acted with others Pars

ROME (NC) — After almost a week of testimony in 
the trial of eight men accused of plotting to shoot Pope 
John Paul II in 1981, the first public evidence has 
emerged that Turkish terrorist Mehmet Ali Agca had help 
in preparing the attack. 


Omer Bagci, a 40-year-old Turk who was living in 
Switzerland at the time of the shooting, admitted to an 
Italian court in Rome May 30 that-he delivered a Imm 
Browning pistol to Agca in Milan on May 9, 1981. Four 
days later, Agca fired the gun at the pope in St. Peter’s 
Square, seriously wounding him. 


AS THE trial progressed, Dutch authorities were 
investigating whether a detained Turkish man was Oral 
Celik, a second gunman who might have fired at the pope 
that day. Celik’s whereabouts are unknown, and he is 
being tried in absentia. 


In the United States, an American woman wounded in 
the incident has decided not to testify at the trial. 


Pope John Paul has said he hoped the trial would not’ 


‘‘weigh heavily’’ on Slavic people. 


BAGCI’S TESTIMONY May 28-30 was at times 
contradictory and incomplete, but it confirmed much of 
what Agca, 27, has told Italian investigators about the 
gun. The case against the four other Turks and three 
Bulgarians is based largely on what Agca told the 
investigators during a two-and-a-half-year probe. 


Agca has confessed to shooting the pope and is serving 
a life sentence in Italy. 


‘‘Agca is not a solo performer,’’ Italian Prosecutor 
Antonio Marini said, summing up Bagci’s testimony. 


BAGCI’S STATEMENTS to the court of two judges 
and six jurors contrasted sharply with the behavior of 
Agca earlier in the week. On the trial’s second day, Agca 
took the witness stand and proclaimed himself to be 
“Jesus Christ.’” He announced the ‘“end of the world”’ 
and described religious visions he had had. 


More importantly, he refused to testify, saying he was 
awaiting a ‘‘response’’ from the Vatican. He did not 
explain the statement but earlier had demanded that the 
Vatican reveal ‘‘the third secret of the Madonna of 
Fatima.’’ 


If Agca continues to refuse to give evidence in the trial, 
it would be considered a major blow to the prosecution’s 
case against the other defendants. 


Defense lawyers were pleased over Agca’s remarks, 
saying they underlined Agca’s lack of credibility. But 
prosecutor Marini suggested later that Agca’s apparently 
meaningless statements were in fact ‘‘thinly veiled 
messages’’ to accomplices still at large. 

In asking for more time before testifying, Agca was 
giving his accomplices one last chance. to “intervene,” 
Marini said. Only Agca and three other defendants are 
present for the trial. Three of those charged, including 
two Bulgarian diplomats, are in Bulgaria. 

ITALY’S NATIONAL Catholic daily, Avvenire, also 
suggested Agca’s remarks were a coded message. The 
Rome daily Jl Messaggero, Italy’s largest-selling 
newspaper, pointed out that Agca had convinced the 
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court to begin hearing testimony from other witnesses 
first, which could be a strategic advantage. 


Bulgarian observers at the trial dismissed Agca as a 
‘fool’? who had misled the Italian judiciary for four 
years. The official Bulgarian news agency, BTA, said the 
opening of the trial caused a wave of protest rallies by 
workers and students throughout Bulgaria. 


The official press of Bulgaria’s Eastern-bloc ally, 
Hungary, described the trial as an anti-Bulgarian 
campaign designed to make ‘‘a cold war even cooler.”’ 
And the Soviet news agency Tass said the ‘‘dragged-out 
tragicomedy’’ should be ended at once. 

IN HIS testimony, Bagci emphasized that he did not 
know Agca intended to shoot the pope when he delivered 
the gun. That could be important, because under the 
terms of Bagci’s extradition, he can be sentenced in Italy 
only for ‘‘criminal complicity”’ in the attack on the pope. 


‘“How did I know he was going to try to kill the pope?”’ 


’ Bagci asked the court. He said he agreed to hold the gun 


for Agca and deliver it later in Italy because he was 
‘‘frightened’’ of Agca, who had already been convicted by 
a Turkish court for the murder of a journalist. 


Bagci denied being a member of the Gray Wolves, a 
Turkish terrorist organization whose members included 
Agca. But he named four other Turks, whom 
investigators have linked to the Gray Wolves, as those 
who may have known about a ‘‘plan’’ to kill the pope. 


MARINI ANNOUNCED that, on the basis of Bagci’s 
revelations, he was considering a new investigation into 
the possible role of the four other Turks in the papal 
shooting. None of them have been questioned by Italian 
investigators. 


Bagci said nothing about Bulgarian participation in the 
shooting or consignment of the gun. Two of the 
Bulgarians charged with complicity, Todor Ayvazov and 
Jelio Vassilev, held diplomatic posts in Rome at the time 
of the shooting. Agca has accused them of helping prepare 
the attack on the pope and has said the Bulgarian secret 
service was behind the attack. 


The only Bulgarian present for the trial, Sergei 
Antonov, listened impassively to Bagci’s testimony. 
Antonov, a former station chief in Rome for Bulgaria’s 
national airline, is charged with helping plan the 
shooting. 


THE ONLY link between Bagci and Bulgaria was 
provided by the prosecutor, who introduced documents 
that prove Bagci was in Bulgaria for two days in 1980. 
Agca has said he was in Bulgaria at the same time to plot 
the pope’s killing. 

Bagci testified that he was only passing through 
Bulgaria on a trip to Turkey. 


The prosecutor also showed Bagci a photograph ofa 
Turk arrested in the Netherlands in May. Bagci said he 
did not recognize the Turk.

WOMEN WILL be encouraged to share ‘‘life stories’’ 
to illustrate their experiences of alienation or acceptance, 
Dugan said, and that ‘‘could surface a lot of pain.’’ She 
thinks women would be less likely to recount that pain in 
front of men. 


Dugan is heartened by the opportunity to influence a 
pastoral. ‘‘The process is at least as important as whatever 
document will come out of it. It’s truly an opportunity to 
openly discuss and to raise the consciousness on many of 
these issues.”’ 


Bishops will show ‘‘varying levels of openness’’ to 
opinions on women in the Church and society, she said, 
but that does not bother her. ‘“No matter what happens in 
Washington, we will look at how women recognize their 
role.”’ 
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But conditional terms like those 
are heard often. An elementary 
teacher, who must have been hav- 
ing a hard day, prepared a 
response to the prayers of petition 
that her fourth-graders were to 
read at Mass. The response was, 
‘“‘“God loves us if we are good.”’ I

Two years ago James Kenny, 
now 51, ran his first 26-mile 
marathon. His coach and partner 
for the marathon was Joe, his 
oldest son. The elder Kenny, a 
clinical psychologist, is in private 
practice in Rensselaer, Ind. 

“TI could never have run the 
marathon without Joe,’’ Kenny 
said, adding he would have quit 
the grueling race at the 21-mile 
mark. 

Long before the marathon, his 
son, an experienced runner and a 
medical student, set up a training 
program for his father to follow. 
“TI was never an athlete, but Joe 
kept saying, ‘You can do it if you 
want to,’”’ Kenny said. 

Twice weekly his son called 
him from Indianapolis “‘to make 
sure I was doing all right,’’ Kenny 
added. 

The psychologist told that story 
as an example of how children 
can help parents develop an unex- 
plored talent. 

Parents spend so much time en- 
couraging children to develop dif- 
ferent talents that it’s neat to turn 
the tables sometimes. It’s a kind 
of ‘‘quiet reciprocity,’ Kenny 
commented. 


Rock music is another area 
where youths can teach parents. 
Parents can learn a lot if they are 
willing to go beyond the 
“salacious words to see where the 
rock star is coming from,’’ Kenny 
suggested. 

When children see parents 
respect their expertise in some 

» area, it helps them develop self- 
confidence, Kenny said. Children 
pick up a message that says if 
“my parents listen to me I must 
be OK.” 

He and his wife Mary are the 
parents of 12 children and the 
authors of ‘‘Family Talk,’’ a col- 
umn syndicated weekly by Na- 
tional Catholic News Service. 

Kenny is convinced that parents 
lay the “‘basic foundations, the 
basement and first-floor stuff’’ in 
preparing children to face life 
courageously. Parents “‘encourage 
pre-talent skills,’’ he said. 

A goal of parenting is to en- 
courage children to see themselves 
in positive terms ‘‘as good and 
beautiful persons,’’ Kenny said. 
Then children will be able to 
tackle the future with the feeling 
they “‘can do anything.’’ The 
family is in a unique position to 
do this since “‘it’s there 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week,”’ the 
counselor added. 

Kenny also talked about what 
he considers some hazards parents 
need to keep in mind. 

All children have special 
abilities, but often children in the 


same family have quite different 
talents, he observed. One child 
might show talent in several 
sports while another might not, 
demonstrating talent instead in 
another area. 

The hazard is that children may 
think they have to excel exactly 
as a sibling does “‘to please 
parents,’’ Kenny continued. 
Parents can head this off by show- 
ing children that each is equally 
valuable in their eyes. 

If a child has a special gift ‘‘to 
make instant friends with 
anyone,’’ Kenny said, the parents 
can get across to the child that 
this is a handy personal trait to 
have. ; 

Kenny cautioned parents to 
keep an eye on what’s happening 
when children participate in com- 
petitive events. Too much of the 


‘world has the overly competitive 


attitude that it’s ‘‘dog eat dog and 
my advancement is at your ex- 
pense,’’ he observed. 

Kenny, for example, likes to see 
children take part in several sports 
“just for fun.’’ Sports should help 
youths ‘“‘develop the gifts God 
gave them, to be full, well- 
rounded persons.”’ 

Kenny stressed how valuable it 
is for children to have their 
parents’ support at performances 
or competitions. Seeing parents up 
front at games, band drills or 
plays encourages youths to do 
their best and to keep improving, 
the family life expert said.

A family I knew when I was a 
young woman provided clues to 
the. way I hoped our own family 
might grow.

As a miniature model of the 
church, the Christian family pro- 
claims to contemporary society in 
every age: “‘This is what the 
church is like. This is how people, 
transformed by Christ’s love, can 
live together in peace and 
harmony.”’ 

Given the needs of human 
society in various ages and 
cultures, this proclamation is 
given different emphases in dif- 
ferent circumstances. Keeping this 
in mind helps us to understand 
and appreciate some otherwise 
puzzling passages in certain New 
Testament letters. 

For example, the author of 
Titus says: ‘‘The older women...by 
their good example must teach the 
younger women to love their 
husbands and children, to be sen- 
sible, chaste, busy at home, kind- 
ly, submissive to their husbands. 
Thus the word of God will not 
fall into disrepute’’ (2:3-5). 

Most of this advice would meet 
with ready acceptance today. But 
references to being busy at home 
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on a mission 


That was not all. The prayer of 
the church, the great sweep of the 
Psalms, wove in and out of the 
ordinary family routine. 

And there was the parents’ 
prayer entrusting each child and 
the whole family to God. This oc- 
casioned one of my earliest in- 
sights into ministry within the 
family. 


wel Liggpned from these friends 
how children can be a means by 
which parents learn of trust — the 
trust among family members and 
ultimately trust in God. 

There was an occasion when I 
was distressed because family 
finances precluded sending our 
children to the new Montessori 
school, the first in our-area. I ex- 
pressed great worry about this to 
my friend. She wisely asked if I 
thought that God, who is so 
200dizhad preordained only cer- 
4%. for the development of 
our families. 

As I recall it, she said: ““You 
need to trust that God will be 
with you when it comes to doing 
what is best for your children.” 

Her attitude encouraged my 
husband and me to undertake the 
Montessori methods at home — 
something we enjoyed as much as 
the children did. 

Now that our own children are 
row I see how certain beliefs

the conviction that the family is a 


primary place for coming to see 
that all are called by God to con- 
tribute to the world because of —

I believe a key to the family’s 
vocation is in the training and _

» particular vocations. In a way, 


each one is on a mission. 

When I think of our own 
children now — one in the 
theater, another digging in an ar- 
cheological site, another teaching 
history, another translating Rus- 
sian — I see them committed to. 
principles of peace, justice, har- 
monious living; committed, I 
would say, to God’s kingdom. 

The Christian family also is call- 
ed to care for some human need 
in the wider community. This is’ 
not to say that each family 
member must work in a soup kit- 
chen or tutor refugees. For when 
any family members minister to 
others, they act on behalf of the 
whole family as well. 

Finally, the family is the natural 
place for learning to move beyond 
private goals for the good of all. 
If the lesson is learned well, the 
church and society are enriched.

What is mysterious provokes 
the imagination. So other people 
imagined all sorts of things about 
the Christian community. 

Christians were accused of the 
strangest kinds of behavior. Their 
meetings were whispered about as 
wild orgies, with wife-swapping 
the order of the day. People who 
heard garbled versions of the 
Eucharist — about partaking of 
the body of Christ — said the 
Christians were cannibals. 

i Yembhristians had to live 
shoulder to shoulder with people 
who didn’t understand their 
religion. They wanted to be ac- 
cepted and respected. They 
wanted to attract others to Christ. 


Accordingly, Christians had to 
do everything in their power to 
project an image that would 
counter false impressions and un- 
just accusations. 

This led them to stress their 
discipline, order, efficient subor- 
dination of roles. Circumstances 
dictated this approach. The Chris- 
tian family was fulfilling its voca- 
tion as defender of the Christian 
community. 

Again, in First Timothy, we 
read: A wife ‘‘will be saved 
through childbearing’’ (2:15). Ob- 
viously, bearing a child does not 
ensure automatic entrance to 
heaven. But at the time this letter 
was written, heretics were con- 
demning marriage and childbear- 
ing as evil (I Timothy 4:3). 

Thus the Christians countered 
that vicious teaching by stressing 
and demonstrating the goodness 
of both marriage and motherhood. 

The Christian family has to 
meet the challenge of the times — 
in every age.

Crucifix controversy 
led priests to court 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — Two Polish priests who 
joined a protest against government-ordered removal of 
crucifixes from a state-run vocational school are to stand 
trial June 3 on charges resulting from their act, a church 
statement said May 28. 


Fathers Marek Labuda and Andrezj Wilczynski were 
charged with resisting the law and refusing to leave school 
premises after they joined students in December 1984 ina 
two-week occupation of the school in Wloszczowa, 105 
miles south of Warsaw, the statement said. 


A POLISH court official confirmed the church 
statement. 


The law requiring removal of crucifixes from public 
buildings was passed in 1983. 


The priests face a maximum penalty of two years 
imprisonment, church spokesman Father Stanislaw 
Surma said in the statement issued in Warsaw. 


FATHER SURMA said the priests had ‘‘remained in 
the school premises during the youth protest in 
Wloszczowa in December 1984 to perform their priestly 
duties at the request of the students and the parents.”’ 


On May 29, Poland’s minister of religion, Adam 
Lopatka, justified removing the crucifixes on grounds 
that there was no place for religious symbols on state 
property. 

‘The state apparatus is free of religious elements,’’ he 
said in an article for the Communist Party newspaper, 
Trybuna Ludu. “‘It is secular.” 

IN THE ARTICLE, Lopatka also said the Church 
was interfering with the state, which he called ‘‘clericism’’ 
and ‘‘an attempt to return to the Middle Ages and an 
historical anachronism.”’ 

Around 300 of the school’s 700 students, ages 15 to 20, 
began a two-week round-the-clock occupation of their 
school December 3 after authorities removed crucifixes 
that the students had placed in high school rooms. The 
priests joined the protest almost immediately and stayed 
for its duration. 

About 150 of the students stayed in the school each 
night, joined by the rest during the days. 

THE STUDENTS boycotted classes, sang religious 
songs and placed Catholic emblems in halls. 

They were defended by Bishop Stanislaw Szymecki of 
Kielce, who said in a Dec. 8, 1984, pastoral letter that the 
‘‘just request by youths and their parents that crucifixes 
be returned to the classrooms should be granted.’’ 
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Pope ‘horrified’ over rioting 

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II has 
expressed his ‘‘horror and condemnation’’ over rioting 
that left an estimated 40 soccer fans dead in Brussels, 
Belgium. 

The pope also appealed for a worldwide effort so that 
‘*sport does not further degenerate into blind passion.”’ 


A TELEGRAM signed by Vatican Secretary of State 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli on behalf of the pope called 
the rioting ‘‘ferocious and irrational behavior, which 
degrades humanity and distorts the noble and authentic 
spirit of sports.’’ The telegram was sent to Cardinal 
Anastasio Ballestrero of Turin, Italy. 


Turin’s team, Juventus, played the team from 
Liverpool, England, in Brussels for the European Cup 
final. The rioting followed fights between Italian and 
English fans which broke out before the game. 


At least 200 people were reported injured, many of 
them seriously. At least 33 of the dead were Italian. Most 
reportedly died of suffocation while trying to escape the 
area of the fighting.

Falwell will help distribute abortion film 


ANAHEIM — Pro-life Christian leader Jerry Falwell 
contracted with American Portrait Films (APF) to 
duplicate 50,000 video cassettes of The Silent Scream film 
for distribution to Protestant pastors across America. 


The film contract allows Falwell to produce $5 million 
worth of video cassettes on a quantity discount basis for 
his cost plus $575,000 in royalties, according to Donald S. 
Smith, APF president and executive producer of The 
Silent Scream. The film features an on-camera ultrasound 
imaging of a 12-week-old unborn child being aborted by 
the suction method. 


FALWELL WILL distribute the films during the 
coming 12 months to emphasize ‘‘The Year of Pain’’ 
campaign being adopted by many pro-life groups that say 
The Silent Scream proves the unborn child feels pain 
during the abortion and makes movements to avoid 
abortion instruments. 


‘For 11 years prior to the release of The Silent Scream, 
pro-abortion organizations have enjoyed being on the 
offensive in the abortion debate,’’ Falwell said. ‘‘In less 
than 120 days, this explosive film has turned the tables, 
placing the pro-abortion movement on the defensive for 
the first time since the 1973 Roe vs. Wade decision 
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unleashed abortion on demand.’’ 


“Tt’s the most powerful thing the _ right-to-life 
movement has put out to date,’’ said Allan Rosenfield, 
M.D.; chairman of the board of the Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America. 
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The Franciscans who made their way 
along El Camino Real during the 79 years 
after 1769 measured up remarkably well 
to the ideals outlined at the General 
Chapter of the Order, convened at 
Interama in 1500.

authorities at Madrid decided that pueblos 
at San Jose and Los Angeles were vital to 
the overall objective of obtaining a small 
indigenous population, Spanish in its 
sympathy, and partly Spanish in blood, to 
produce soldiers for the missions and 
presidios at the seaports, and to plant the 
germ of a future Spanish-American 
’ province. 


The Pueblo de Nuestra Senora de los Angeles 
was established Sept. 4, 1781, within the 
parochial confines of San Gabriel 
Mission, with a contigency of 11 families, 
or 44 people. 


FOUR SQUARE leagues of land, good 
for planting all kinds of grains and seeds, 
about three-fourths of a mile west of the 


river, on a ledge rising above the present 
Alameda Street, were set aside for the 
further extention in the presidial district 
of San Diego de Alcala. 


Fray Junipero Serra first visited the 
Pueblo de Nuestra Sefiora de los Angeles 
March 18, 1782, seven months after its 
foundation. He referred to the town 
endearingly as La Portiuncula, but he did 
not describe it. 


Though Serra and his confreres 
harbored serious reservations about the 
expediency of establishing the pueblo, the 
foundation, like its sister metropolis to the 
north, bears that distinctively Seraphic 
imprint that can only be predicated of the 
earliest’ penetrators into the far-away 
Province of California. 


FRANCISCAN INFLUENCE in Los 
Angeles reflects, at the local level, what 
‘the friars accomplished along the whole 
expanse of the Pacific Slope. Even 
Governor Pedro Fages admitted in 1789 
“‘that the rapid, pleasing and interesting 
progress both in spiritual and temporal 
matters...are the glorious effect of the 
apostolic zeal, activity and indefatigable 
labors of these missionaries.”

No one has ever said that learning 
about the tragedies of history is ‘‘easy.”’ 
But teaching students about these 
troubling events is not ‘‘child abuse’’ in 
the classroom. It’s an integral part of 
education — and the purpose of 
education is to teach students how to 
make up their own minds, and form their 
own sense of judgment and morality. 
How do we teach students an abiding 
respect for human rights if they don’t 
understand the heinous efforts of the past 
to stamp them out?

President Reagan, he spoke eloquently 
about the intense pain and loneliness of 
the concentration camps, but also about 


the courage of those who resisted, and 
fought. back.

Are You Pushing Your Child Too Much? 

New parents are constantly bombarded by advertisements for classes, toys, books, 
materials that promise to improve their child’s chances for success. Good? Bad? There is 
an important distinction between encouraging a child’s growth and natural interest and 
pushing or pressuring to achieve some goal. Couples need to observe their child carefully 
to see if their efforts are creating anxiety rather than pleasure. Learning should be fun, 
certainly for children. In fact, infants and toddlers do most of their learning in spontaneous 


play. 


Each child is different and requires a particular approach. Some need only support and 
structure; others require more prodding and discipline. Parents need to trust their instincts 
about what is best for their own child. Occasionally couples will disagree about the right 
approach to take. One spouse may want to push harder, while the other takes a more 
relaxed approach. It is important that each partner listens to the other’s opinions with 
respect and consideration. Your child is bound to benefit from your cooperation.

ALCALA PARK — Brad Schwartz 
completed a circuitous journey from 
hanging out on Brooklyn street corners to 
graduating first in his law school class 
May 26 when he accepted his diploma as 
class valedictorian for USD’s 1985 law 
class. 


One of three children, Swartz grew up 
in a lower middle class East 23rd Street 
Brooklyn neighborhood. Although he 
always had enough to eat and a roof over 
his head, life was not perfect. Several of 
his childhood friends are now dead or in 
jail. 

“T PLAYED sports, hung out, went 
dancing. I didn’t have a lot of ambition,”’ 
he recalls.

Ignacio Salcedo is among 350 Hispanic 
students in the United States who will 
receive scholarships for one year’s study 
at the college of their choice. Honorable 
mention awards of $100 were earned by 
350 additional students. 


STUDENTS COMPETE for the 
Hispanic awards by taking the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test/National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test (PSAT/NMSQT) in 
their high school junior year and by 
identifying themselves as Hispanic. A 
percentage of those students with the 
highest scores are invited to apply for the 
Hispanic Scholar Award. 


From this applicant pool, winners are 
chosen for their overall academic 
achievements, including their grade point 
average, high school records, scores on 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) and 
other criteria such as personal qualities 
and community involvement. 


Sponsored by the College Board and 
funded by the Andrew W. Mellon 
Foundation, the program gave out 500 
scholarships and awards last year. In 
1986, 500 grants of each type will be 
given. 

THIS YEAR’S winners were selected 
from 2,700 candidates, of which 1,600 
became semi-finalists. Names of all semi- 
finalists are listed on an outstanding 
Hispanic students roster given to colleges 
and universities to encourage institutions 
to seek talented students as candidates for 
admission. 


relatives encouraged the Schwartzes to 
come west. “‘My parents wanted to move, 
but it’s tough to break ‘out of a 
neighborhood in New York,”’’ he said. 


Later, after one of his best friends was 
stabbed to death, Schwartz was convinced 
he had to leave Brooklyn to find a better 
life. 


IN 1977, at age 17, he moved to 


California to live with his aunt and uncle. 
However, his initial California 
experiences almost made him return to 


New York. 


“‘When I came out I was wearing gold 
chains, T-shirts. without sleeves, the 
whole tough guy thing. I had a chip on 
my shoulder. I got into a lot of fights.’’ 


Shortly after he arrived, a visit to the 
San Diego State University campus 
produced culture shock. All the blond- 
haired people, skateboards and styles of 
dress were a jolt to his Brooklyn 
upbringing. 


BUT WITH family support, Schwartz 
got over his shock and in 1977, he 
enrolled at SDSU to study business 
management. Four and a half years later 
he had his degree. Then fate entered the 
picture. 


As he went for job interviews, Schwartz 
discovered his business degree would not 
land him a top position. On a whim, he 
took the LSAT law aptitude test. Despite 
no preparation, he earned high scores. 


With more encouragement from his 
family, he decided to attend law school. 


**I REALLY didn’t know what I was 
getting myself into. But I figured’ a law 
degree would give me the kind of job 
flexibility I was looking for, so I decided 
to pursue it.” 


Accepted by USD’s School of Law, he 
enrolled in August 1982. Nearly three 
years later, after uncounted hours of 
study and a variety of jobs that included 
security guard, bus boy and construction 
worker, Schwartz reached his. goal. 


Schwartz tells a story to explain his 
motivation throughout law school. 


WHEN HE asked a question in his 
first law class, the professor responded, 
““ “What is this — Rocky goes to law 
school?’ People didn’t give me much 
credit when I started. It only motivated 
me to try harder.’ 


Fellow students often asked him ta 
study secrets, a question Schwartz found 
difficult to answer because he believes 
there is no universal advice. ‘‘Different 
things work for different people. You 
have to have confidence in yourself and 
do what works best for you.”’ 


Schwartz said he probably studied less 
than the majority of his classmates. ‘‘I’ve 
seen too many people burn out from too 
much studying. But I’m consistent in my 
studying. I do it regularly. That and the 
fact that I reached down for a little extra 
made a difference,’’ he said. 


A POSITION with the law firm of 
Gibson, Dunn and Crutcher in Los 
Angeles, one of the largest law firms on 
the West Coast, awaited Schwartz after 
graduation. He plans to specialize in 
corporate law. In July, he will take the 
state bar exam.

Tax plan: Some good

WASHINGTON (NC) — There’s bad news and good 


news in President Reagan’s tax reform plan, according to 
initial comments from church and public-interest groups. 


The bad news: elimination of the charitable 
contribution tax deduction for taxpayers who don’t 
itemize on their tax forms. 


THE GOOD news: better treatment of the poor. 


Most Americans do not itemize on their tax forms. 
That can be significant. Independent Sector, a non-profit 
groups’ coalition that includes the U.S. Catholic 
Conference and National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, estimated that the decision to drop the charity 
tax deduction for non-itemizers could cost charities $5.2 
billion. 


Catholic Church agencies and projects could feel some 
of that bite. Some dioceses have been encouraging 
contributions to diocesan appeals on the grounds that the 
donation is tax deductible, according to Catholic 
Charities. 


MOREOVER, IN April, Bishop James Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, USCC president, advised Reagan 
that hurting charities will limit their ability to help others. 
“Reductions already made in funds available for public 
charity and welfare programs sponsored by the 
government have placed a growing burden on the private 
sector,’’ he wrote. ‘“This is no time, Mr. President, for 
the federal government to take money from private 
charity.”’ 

Yet, Bishop Malone and the churches did get their wish 
in another part of the tax plan — the decision to drop a 
scheme whereby a taxpayer who itemizes could only 
deduct that portion of charitable giving that exceeds 2 
percent of income. 


While the tax plan has been criticized for eliminating 
the non-itemizer charity deduction, it has been praised for 
taking steps to alleviate the tax burden of the poor. 


THE TAX document states that ‘‘the tax system 
should not be an additional burden to those who are

struggling to escape from. poverty; insofar as possible, 
those below the poverty line should be freed from taxation 
altogether.’’ The plan proposes to do that by raising the 
standard deduction, personal exemption and the earned 
income tax credit accorded the working poor. 


““‘We’re pleased with that,’’ said Mathew Ahmann, 
associate director for governmental relations at the 
National Conference of Catholic Charities. ‘‘But that’s 
really no big deal. They. shouldn’t have been in the tax 
system to begin with.’’ 


The Coalition on Block Grants and Human Needs, a 
social justice-oriented public-interest group often critical 
of Reagan in the past, termed the tax plan ‘‘the best thing 


President Reagan has done for poor people since taking 
office.’’ : 


““THE PRESIDENT deserves high commendation for 
how his tax proposal treats the poor,’’ said Susan Rees, 
the block grant coalition’s executive director. 


She added, though, that even while it helps the working 
poor, the tax plan still hits them with a higher percentage 
of payroll and income taxes than they faced in 1978. 


One interesting aspect of the tax plan Reagan 
characterized as ‘‘pro-family’’ is what it lacks: any 
support for or mention of tuition tax credits. 


REAGAN FREQUENTLY has declared his backing 


for tuition tax credits as part of his ‘‘pro-family’’ agenda. 


According to the White House, Reagan had no 
intention of including a tuition tax credit proposal in the 
tax reform plan and considers the two as separate issues. 


“I don’t think it shows any decreasing of support on his 
(Reagan’s) part’’ for tuition tax credits, said Msgr. John 
Meyers, president of the National Catholic Educational 
Association. But, the tax plan would be ‘‘the ideal place to 
put it (and) I’d be happier if it were included,”’ he said. 


TUITION TAX credits would have more clout in 
Congress if they were part of the tax plan, he said. 
Nonetheless, Msgr. Beyers added, there are reasons for 
not including tuition tax credits in the tax plan, such as 
the desire ‘‘not to add any new type of complexities.”

EL CENTRO — EI sacerdote Oblato James Kernan, 
capellan del centro de detencidn para ilegales aqui, pagé 
fianza de $1,500 ddlares para la liberacién de un 
salvadorefio quien dijo que él y mds que 50 otros 
huelguistas de hambre fueron golpeados por oficiales 
enmascarados el 30 de mayo. 


Segzin el Padre Kernan, Graciela Zavala, abogada para 
el salvadorefio y abogada principal del Imperial Valley 
Immigration Project, llevé al ilegal al hogar de Alex Koski, 
ministro luterano, en donde él atestigué que los 
huelguistas fueron ‘‘golpeados y empujados con garrotes, 
esposados, les jalaron de los cabellos, les ataron las manos 
tras las espaldas y los remitieron a aislamiento.”’ 


ZAVALA Y Koski llevaron al salvadorefio a una 
clinica de emergencia local en donde le diagnosticaron 
““contusiones visibles,’’ dijo Koski. 


‘No se uso fuerza excesiva,’’ dijo el Superintendente 
Robert Roll. ‘‘Cuando un grupo de oficiales ordenaron a 
los huelgistas a aislamiento, uno resistié tirdndose al suelo 
y tuvieron que cargarlo.’’ Un médico del centro atendié a 
las ‘‘lesiones menores’’ del resistente, dijo Roll. 


La fianza para el salvadorefio fue financiada por ‘‘El 
Fondo de Justicia Humana’’ (Human Justice Fund) que 
consiste de donativos de la provincia central de los 


' Sacerdotes Oblatos, las Hermanas Misioneras de Our 


Lady of Victory y donativos particulares, dijo el Padre 
Kernan. 


A CAUSA de la violencia en el centro de detencién, 
solamente siete ilegales siguieron en huelga, dijo Shari 
Cruhlac, partidaria de la huelga y voluntaria en la oficina 
del Imperial Valley Immigration Project. 


Koski pagé fianza de cerca de $27,000 de sus ahorros 
personales el 3 de junio para los huelguistas restantes asf 
concluyendo la protesta, dijo el Padre Kernan. 


La protesta no fue incitada por influencias de afuera, 
dijo Cruhlac. ‘‘Nuestra oficina recibio aviso de los 
detenidos el 24 de mayo que iban a declararse en huelga a 
causa de las condiciones inhumanas en el centro.” 


LA HUELGA de hambre empezé el 27 de mayo a las 6 
a.m., dijo el Padre Kernan. El asistid a una junta de tres 
horas el 29 de mayo entre cuatro ilegales y personal del 
Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS). 


Los huelguistas pidieron al Padre Kernan que actuara 
como ‘‘tercera persona neutral’’ en las negociaciones de 
sus demandas ante Roll y Robert Mandgie, asistente al 
director de distrito de detencién y deportacién en San 
Diego; y Phillip Crawford, oficial de San Pedro. Los 
cuatro detenidos que asistieron a la junta vienen de El 
Salvador, Portugal y China, dijo el Padre Kernan. 


Los huelgistas pidieron acceso a los cuarteles 
refrigerados durante el dfa, el uso de una biblioteca de 
leyes y mejores alimentos, atencién médica e inodoros.

‘Cult’ film lacks substance

NEW YORK (NC) — I passed up the 
chance to see The Gods Must Be Crazy 
(Fox) three years ago at the Montreal 
Film Festival because the plot didn’t seem 
that interesting and because there seemed 
no chance at all of the movie’s attracting 
any notice in the United States. 


Well, I was wrong on one count: this 
South African movie filmed in Botswana 
has become a cult hit, having played for 
nearly a year in New York and now 
opening in cities throughout the country. 


UNFORTUNATELY, however, I was 
right on the other count. If you want to be 
kind to The Gods Must Be Crazy, you 
could say it was artless. If you wanted to 
be unkind, but more accurate, you’d have 
to say that it was amateurish. 


Xi (played by Nxau), a bushman who 
lives deep in the Kalahari Desert, comes 
upon a Coke bottle one day (it has been 
thrown out of an airplane) and brings it 
home to his family and friends. 


The strange object, like.nothing they 
have seen before, is received with 
curiosity and amusement. Gradually 
these clever and ingenious people begin to 
find a variety of uses for the bottle — you 
can make music with it, print circles, 
crush grain, mash vegetables, carry water 
and many other things. And so even 
though they and their ancestors have done 
without a Coke bottle for millenia, 
suddenly it becomes essential. 


THE CONCEPT ‘of property enters 
their lives for the first time and they begin 
to quarrel over it. 


Xi and the elders get together to discuss 
the problem, and the decision is that Xi is 
to take the evil thing, as it now has 
become in their eyes, to the end of the 
world and throw it off. 


So far so good but, alas, on his journey 
to the edge of the world Xi encounters a 
microbiologist (Marius Weyers) who goes 
to pieces around pretty women, a lovely 
young schoolteacher just posted to 
Botswana (Sandra Prinsloo), and some 
nasty terrorists who take the 
schoolteacher and her charges hostage. 


THE RESULT of all this is a running 
series of sight gags featuring the old 
chestnut of speeded-up action climaxed 
by a melodramatic rescue operation in 
which Xi and his potion-tipped arrows 
play a heroic role. 


Written and directed by Jamie Uys, 
The Gods Must Be Crazy is only 
sporadically funny. More often than not, 
the mix of comedy and violence, 
especially in the sequences involving the 
terrorists and a bungled assassination 
attempt, is in highly questionable taste. 


The film’s strongest assets are its 
scenery and its all-too-brief glimpses into 
the life of the gentle bush people. But 
that’s not substantial enough for a feature 
film.

Brewster’s Millions 

Richard Pryor stars in this most recent remake of the venerable chestnut about a man who 
inherits a vast fortune on the condition that he squander a modest one.

Rambo: First Blood Part II 

In this sequel Rambo (Sylvester Stallone), in prison for the havoc he wreaked in the first 
outing, is released for a secret mission to free American prisoners still being held in Vietnam. 
After slaughtering legions of communists, he flies the prisoners back to headquarters in a 
Russian helicopter and then confronts the worst villain of all: the devious American in charge 
who meant for the mission to fail. Playing shamelessly upon the fears and hopes of the 
relatives of MIAs, this comic-strip movie so exploits violence that the U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it O — morally offensive. The Motion Picture Association of 
America rating is R — restricted. 


The Shooting Party 


It’s the fall of 1913. The titled and privileged gather at the estate of a nobleman (James 
Mason) to do a bit of shooting and carry on some romantic intrigues on the eve of the war that 
would end their world forever. A thoughtful and entertaining film, if a bit slow-moving and 
predictable at times. Superbly acted. Because of a single but rather explicit bedroom scene, it 
is very mature fare and has been classified A-[V — adults, with reservations — by the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. There is no Motion Picture Association of America rating. 


A View to a Kill 

In this latest 007 treat for the perpetually adolescent, James Bond (Roger Moore) is pitted 
against a rather pallid villain, literally and figuratively: Zorin (Christopher Walken), an 
international industrialist who wants to remove all competition for his new computer chip by 
inducing an earthquake that will send Silicon Valley sliding beneath the blue Pacific. Because 
of its exploitation of violence and its benign view of sexual promiscuity, it has been classified 
O — morally offensive — by the U.S. Catholic Conference.
